NOTED  JEWISH  ORATOR 
SPEAKS  HERE 

An  outstanding  Jewish  scholar  who  is 
one  of  America’s  most  gifted  orators, 
Rabbi  Joseph  Lookstein,  Ph.D.,  of  New 
York  City,  will  be  the  guest  speaker  at 
the  Annual  Mizrachi  Banquet  to  be  held 
Sunday,  December  '8th,  6.30  p.m.,  at  the 
Talmud  Torah  Hall. 

Dr.  Lookstein  has  been  the  spiritual 
leader  of  the  Congregation  Kehilath  Je- 
shurun, one  of  the  most  highly  honoured 
synagogues  in  the  United  States,  for  the 
past  sixteen  years-  He  is  also  Associate 
Professor  of  Homiletics  and  of  Jewish 
Sociology  at  Yeshiva  College. 

As  the  National  Vice-President  of  the 
Mizrachi  Organization  of  America,  he 
has  toured  many  communities  in  behalf 
of  the  Zionism  that  is  very  close  to  his 
heart,  and  Ottawa  Jewry  looks  forward 
with  great  anticipation  to  his  message. 
All  the  Mizrachi  groups  of  this  Com- 
munity are  co-operating  to  welcome 
him  properly;  and  it  is  believed  that 
every  prominent  Jew  and  Jewess  of  this 
city  will  be  in  attendance,  when  this 
outstanding  Rabbi,  Educator,  and  Zionist 
leader  will  address  the  Mizrachi  banquet.

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WHAT  THE  MIZRACHI 
ORGANIZATION  WANTS 


You  cannot  build  a house,  you  must  build  some 
kind  of  a house.  It  may  be  perfect  architecturally,  or 
it  may  be  a terrifying  monstrosity,  but  when  you  are 
through,  it  has  definite  shape  and  fixed  proportions. 

The  same  principle  applies  to  any  work  of  con- 
struction. You  cannot  build  a country  and  merely 
trust  to  luck  that  it  will  be  glorious  to  behold.  You 
must  plan  the  direction  in  which  you  prefer  to  see  it 
grow,  and  you  must  have  in  your  mind  a definite 
picture  of  what  it  should  look  like  at  the  various  stages 
of  its  development.  If  you  fail  to  have  this  kind  of 
vision,  the  country  will  nevertheless  look  like  one  thing 
and  not  like  all  things;  and  you  may  be  shocked,  or 
even  heart-broken,  at  that  into  which  it  has  formed 
itself. 

For  this  reason  there  are  parties  in  Zionism. 
While  a great  many  supporters  of  the  movement  do 
not  seem  to  take  any  interest  in  what  the  finished  pro- 
duct will  be,  and  are  merely  satisfied  with  the  general 
expression  “creating  a Homeland’’,  there  are  a num- 
ber of  leaders  who  are  farsighted  enough  to  watch  over 
and  try  to  influence  the  trend  of  rehabilitation.  Among 
the  parties,  some  have  a passionate  interest  in  the 
perfection  of  their  economic  philosophy  upon  the  soil 
of  our  ancestral  land ; others  are  completely  engrossed 
in  the  social  experimentation  they  strive  to  conduct  in 
this  country  of  the  pioneers.  Still  others  argue  that 
free  play  should  be  allowed  to  all  the  instruments  of 
modern  capitalism,  while  their  opponents  argue  with 
Achad  Ha’am  that  the  primary  purpose  of  Eretz  Yis- 
roel  is  to  establish  a cultural  centre  for  the  numerous 
elements  of  Jewish  civilization. 

The  Mizrachi  movement  entered  the  ranks  of 
Zionism  with  its  specific  ideal;  namely,  that  Eretz 
Yisroel  is  not  only  to  be  built  as  the  highest  kind  of  a 
wholesome  economic,  social  and  cultural  state,  but 
above  all,  as  that  which  it  was  destined  to  be  from  the 
earliest  memory  of  our  people — the  most  exalted  type 


of  Torah-inspired  state.  The  Mizrachi,  in  other  words, 
realizes  that  there  are  many  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
observing  the  commandments  of  the  Jewish  religion 
in  the  countries  of  the  exile,  where  circumstances 
generally  fight  against  the  observance  of  the  Dietary 
Laws,  of  Shabbos,  and  the  requirements  of  our  ritual 
upon  various  occasions ; but  all  the  more  reason,  there- 
fore, should  those  who  go  to  make  their  home  in  the 
country  where  Judaism  was  cradled  and  nurtured  be 
taught  and  encouraged  to  follow  in  the  paths  of  our 
religious  teachings.  The  emphasis  is,  throughout,  upon 
the  public  activities  of  cities,  colonies  and  societies  in 
the  Holy  Land ; not,  as  is  sometimes  erroneously  charg- 
ed, upon  the  private  habits  of  the  individual- 

That  the  stress  upon  Torah  has  not  hindered  but, 
on  the  contrary,  has  strengthened  the  constructive 
work  in  Palestine  can  be  seen  in  the  impressive  array 
of  accomplishments  the  Mizrachi  and  the  Hapoel  Ha- 
mizrachi  can  present.  The  Homeland  now  boasts  of 
the  heroism  and  self-sacrifice  shown  by  Mizrachi  cha- 
lutzim  in  8 colonies,  9 Kvutzoth,  20  co-operatives,  6 
youth  Kvutzoth,  7 city-workers’  quarters,  a girls’  farm 
and  a national  youth  organization,  the  Shomer  Hadati 
(Bnei  Akiba).  In  the  annals  of  Jewish  martyrdom 
Tirath  Zevi  is  forever  unforgettable.  There  are  18,000 
workers  in  the  Mizrachi  Labour  Movement,  16,000 
children  in  Mizrachi  schools.  Hundreds  of  young  grls 
who  were  trained  in  the  Beth  Zeiroth  of  Jerusalem, 
after  fleeing  from  European  dungeons,  now  are  self- 
supporting  citizens  of  their  new  land.  The  trade  schools 
are  universally  acknowledged  to  have  furnished  a young 
pioneering  country  with  some  of  its  ablest  experts  in 
both  agriculture  and  industry.  Surely,  nobody  can 
resent  the  fact  that  these  builders  are  loyal  to  the 
Mitzvoth. 

The  Mizrachi  theory  holds  that  the  future  of 
Eretz  Yisroel  must  be  mapped  fundamentally  along 
the  lines  of  religion,  so  that  the  country  of  the  Judges 
and  the  Prophets  and  the  Tanaim  will  again  be  distin- 
guished for  the  quality  that  earned  universal  recogni- 
tion in  the  histories  of  humanity-  Nor  do  good  Mizrachi 
members  let  themselves  be  misled  by  the  attitude  that 
the  mere  presence  of  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Jews 
will  guarantee  the  religious  sanity  and  sanctity  of 
modern  Eretz  Yisroel.  On  the  contrary,  the  feeling  is 
that  to  overlook  the  subject  of  Torah  is  to  run  the 
danger  of  erecting  a monstrosity  that  will  reflect  ill 
upon  the  People  of  the  Book,  and  that  will  cause  the 
nations  of  the  world  to  wonder  why  it  was  at  all  es- 
sential to  add  another  splotch  to  the  many  colours  of 
the  Asiatic  continent.  No,  says  Mizrachi,  let  us  build  by 
all  means,  and  let  us  build  with  all  our  might,  but  let 
us  build  with  an  objective  in  view,  and  let  us  make 
that  objective  the  fulfillment  of  the  word  of  God.

Memorial  for  Mrs.  Freiman 
in  Palestine  and  England 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ha? 
dassah  Organization  of  Canada  has 
voted  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
its  founder,  the  late  Mrs-  A.  J.  Freiman 
of  Ottawa,  by  naming  the  base  hospital 
being  built  by  Hadassah  in  Nahaial, 
Palestine,  the  Lillian  Freiman  Memorial 
Hospital,  and  by  naming  the  ward  that 
Hadassah  is  giving  to  the  base  hospital 
of  the  Red  Cross  in  England,  the  Lillian 
Freiman  Memorial  Ward.  The  project 
itself  was  originally  decided  upon  at  an 
executive  meeting  of  the  national  body 
that  was  held  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  Frei- 
man, and  over  which  she  presided,  about 
two  months  before  her  passing.  The 
Ottawa  Jewish  Community  then  set  the 
pace  for  the  Dominion  by  a most 
successful  Yom  Kippur  campaign  in  the 
local  Synagogues.  It.  was  unanimously 
felt  later  that  Canad'an  Hadassah  could 
find  no  more  fitting  memorial  than  to 
dedicate  the  very  structures  Mrs.  Frei- 
man herself  was  instrumental  in  plan- 
ning, as  her  monument  in  the  Holy  Land 
and  in  England. 


Historic  Town  of  Yavneh 

Redeemed  by  Jewish 
National  Fund 

The  ancient  town  of  Yavneh  which  was 
spared  by  the  Romans  after  the  des- 
truction of  the  Temple,  at  the  request 
of  Joehanan  ben  Zakkai,  and  which  soon 
after  became  the  Spiritual  center  of 
Jewish  survival,  has  now  been  redeemed 
by  the  Jewish  National  Fund-  Mr.  M.  M. 
Usishkin,  President  of  the  J.N.F-,  has 
requested  the  Mizrachi  organization  to 
assume  the  responsibility  of  restoring 
Yavneh  to  its  former  glory  as  the  great 
educat'onal  fortress  of  our  people.  The 
rebirth  of  Yavneh  as  the  source  of  reli- 
gious inspiration  for  all  Jews  vindicates 
and  evaluates  anew  the  ideals  of  the 
Mizrachi.  It  is  Hapoel  Hamizrachi  that 
has  been  called  upon  by  the  Jewish 
National  Fund  to  rehabilitate  and  culti- 
vate the  2000  dunams  of  land  surround- 
ing Yavneh. 

(Hapoel  Hamizrachi  constantly  endea- 
vours to  be  instrumental  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a Jewish  Society  based  on  Just- 
ice and  economic  Equality  in  a mannei 
most  compatible  with  the  pattern  set 
by  the  Torah,  and  thereby  to  facilitate 
the  creation  of  a Torah-true  Jewish 
commonwealth  in  Eretz  Israel.) 

The  young  women  who  will  be  also 
summoned  to  participate  in  this  great 
Yavneh  project  will  in  many  instances  be 
drawn  from  the  girls  who  were  trained 
in  the  special  schools  that  are  supported 
by  the  women’s  Mizrachi  organizations 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  among 
which  the  recently  organized  group  of 
Ottawa  expects  to  take  an  honourable 
place- 

In  addition  to  this  extraordinary  under- 
taking of  the  Mizrachi  movement  for 
this  year,  an  intensive  activity  will  be 
maintained  in  behalf  of  the  war  effort 
that  it  must  carry  on  side  by  side  with 
all  the  Jewish  parties  that  are  co-operat- 
ing with  Great  Britain  to  preserve  the 
security  of  the  Near  East  for  the  Empire.
